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With Regard to Law and Goop Conscatnce, 


HE Forfeitures of Ireland being now propos'd as a Security to raiſe a Million of 

Money on towards tte Charge of the War, *ewill be neceſſary to enquire 

more near into the Value of the ſaid Forfeitures, rather than depend altoge- 

ther ppon a Notiooal Calculation made by the Propoſer, ( who contents him- 

elf in framiog his Proje& with Numbers of Imaginary Acres without any regard to the 

nature of a Forfeiture, or the Laws eſtabliſh'd ) for that a diſappointment in a mater 

of this kind may prove of Il Conſequence to the Publick; which he and his Panty 

don't ſo much fcem to confider, as their own particular Gain, and the Defixution of 
Innocents, Widows, aud Orphans, who have (uffer'd but roo muchalready. 

The Propoſer brings the People of Ireland under Two Heads, that is to ſay, Eng- 
lifh, and Iriſh. the Poſſeſſions of the latter he would have entirely Forfeited, and brings ' 
every Eftated Romgn. Catholick of that Kingdom under that denomination, and thence

that they have an innatc prejudice and hatred ro th malicious 


caule of a diffcrent@&r{waſion from himſelf ; for that the Eftated Men of Treland ( to 
a very few ) are deſcended of Ancient Engliſh Familics, who at the expence of their 
Blood firſt Gorquer'd that Kingdom, brought it under the Subj.Rion of the Crown of 
Englnnd, and continued it {o ever fince. The Engliſh who plant in America may with 
as m-ich rcaſon be call'd Indians, and for that alone have their Fortunes and Eſtates ta. 
ken from them. 

Ic is therefore hop'd that the Wiſe, and Juſt Senate, the Parliament of Englaxd, 
will conlider. their Countreymen ( tho' in a diftin& Kingdom ) nnder their preſent 


unfortunate Circumſtances, without any prepoſſcſſions of prejudice, and take their Caſe 
jaſly as *tis.

Kiag Fames having gone for Ireland on the Late Revolution, ſome of the Catholick

celv'd into the protc&lon of the Laws, when as by the Implacable malice of the __ 
ſers Party, one third of thoſe compriz'd in the faid Capitulation arc not admitted to 
enjoy their Eſtates, and Fortunes, as 'rwas Rtipulated. 

As to them, who were not concern'd in King Famers Army ſome for order, de- 

, and ſecurity in the Commonweal had and took, Civil Employments, to prevene 
the miſchief a multitude, or populace is capable of, theſe he wou'd have Forteiting Per- 
{ons too. 

Others weve no way concem'd, more than in Tilling their Ground, and following 
their lawful Occupations, yet cat) they not eſcape this Propoſer's heavy firoke, but that 
they muſt likewiſe Forfelr. 

In tine, ſo'twas order'd, That all the Roman Catholicks of the Kingfom, that had a- 
ny Eftate of Freehold, or Leafe, to the uumber of Four Thouſand ſtand now Qutlaw'd of 
High Trcaſon, fave. fome few, who thro' their Majeſties Grace and Favour have pro- 
cur'd Orders to Reverſe the ſame. * 

*Fis outof theſe Perfons Eftaces, ( withont regard to Law, elther Humade, or Di- 
vine ) that this Projector wou'd extract his Fund for the Million of Money. 

And to that end compates a Million cf Acres to be Forfeited, (making his clip'd al- 
lowance for the Article-Men ) which with the help of Forfeited ( or fo ſuppos'd ) 
Tyches, Fairs, Markets, Woods, &e. if valued at 2 y. the Acre per Anmum, makes 
up 100000 /. and that at Ten Years Purchafe brings in a Million, 

This Calculation granted, ( tho' falſe in this, as in other inflances, viz. for that Lir- 
trees by thee At of Settlement, as fuch, werereftor'd to no Acres ) yet there is no al- 
lowance made for ſuch of thefe Lands, as arc fallen in fo great a tract of time to Pro- 
tefiant Heirs, fold, or Leas'd to Protcftants for Chieſerees, or ſome fraall Rents, be- 
tides the heavy Incumbrances due to the Protefiant Creditors, ( of which there are bur 
very few Catholicks Eſtates free ) will never be ballanced by Forfeited Incumbrances, 
as he tpggetis. Then hedettroys all Remaivders, and Settlements, by fuppofting the 
Parcics intereſted all guilty of Rebellion, and probably many of them Proteſtants, and 
Infants, | a 

The Commiſſioners of the Revenue in Ireland have brought theſe Forfeitures to a 
greater certainty, than an airy Calculation can be ſuppos'd to do, thoſe of them in 
this Kingdom at preſent can give an eſtate of what they amount to, and out of this 
two thirds of the Articlc-Men, not yet reffor'd, are to be fatisfied 3 (o that 'ris plain

However the Propoſer and his Adherents. makes ſure of what - hap at firft, to (e- 
cure all theſe Lands in Fee-farm to themſelves at an cafie Rent, eo exterminate a 
People, who they have but roo much injur'd, and leave the Million as a Conſequence 
co happen, or not happen, '_ Fe 

If theſe Gentlemen did bur offer to theit Majeffies a Million of Money for the pre- 
ent Exigency of Afﬀairs out of the 4560037 Acres, they now poſſefs, and which they 
got at (mall, or no Rates, with the large. Purchales made by them thefe Thirty odd 
Years paſt, (and that may julily be computed at'much above a Million more.) *twou'd 
be ſome proof that this Proje& of theirs was tneant for the Publick Good, but to be 
thus Generous at other Mens Expence, and that with fo great a regard: to themſelves, 
ſhews but too plain the Delign to be (ct on foot for their own particular Interefts, - 

It is evident that a Covetous Man is not to be (atisfied, for theſe very Perſons 
( whoſe Fathers, and mary of thettfelves were Born to little or no Eftates ) are now 
poſſels'd of fix parts in feven of a Fertile Rich Kingdom, and yet are not contented, 
but wou'd play the ofd Game 6ver again 3 for that upon the Re of King Charles 
the Second they prevail'd to get an Triſh A of Parliament of their own forming, with 
ſuch Qualifications on Roman Catholicks, that *rwas eaficr to' pals the tryal of Ordia!, 
than to be judg'd t bythe {aid Conditions, by the ſeveral Claufry and Limita- 
tions of the aid AR; they intitufd themſelves to the Eſtates of the very Perſons, thar 
Fought for the Crown; and never zpgainſt it, and offuch Infants and Orphans whoſe 
Fathers dyed-for the King by feemingly involvirig them in a Conſpiracy carried on by 
Sir me and his Accomplices 3 _— now or fmiſh at a blow _ they left 
uncompleated, which may plainty appear by what he fays was defign'd by their lace 
t& Parliament, as if they had an bored Right to Enſlave People. 7 

Their Outlawries reath not only all the Living, but call the Buried oor of their 
Graves, many being Oatlawed after Death, ' a proceeding #gainft Law, and Common 
Senfe ; for-thatby the ſame Rule any, or all the Families of England may be Oat- 
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hawed fince the Conqueſt 3 ſome were aQtually Prifoners in the Sheriffs Cut dy, aad 
Outlawed by the Return made by the ſame Sheriff, and ſuch as *appeard to fop th: 


Procels oftcr'd tobe Tey'd, yet Were refus'd, or otherwiſe terrified 3 in ſhort, *twas 
the Ettate committed the Treaſon, and not the Mau. 

And becaule after long Solicitation and Tmportunity they find his Majeſty will not 
recede from his Royal Promiſe as to the Articles, they ſeemingly conſent the (ame 
may be contirm'd, but in Negative Terms, to the end, they may have room to cavil 
at, limit, and conſtrue the (ame at will and plcaſure in the execution thereof; the few 
that have alrcady becn admitted to the benefit of the aid Articles were not allow'd the 
Arrears duc to them cn their own Tenants, but oblig'd by Recognifance to Relcafe the 
ſame, as alfo rhe November Rent growing due after the perfeRion of the (ail Articles, 
nor were they admitted to any Chatrels real, ( che the Fortunes of many conlifted in 
no other Eſtate, and the Capitulation ſays poſitively they ſhall be rcefiors to all their 
Ettates, Rights, Titles, and Interctts; by the very word (Eſtates } not only an Tnhe- 
ritance, or Freehold is Ggnified, but alſo a Term for Years, a Statute Staple, Mes- 
chant, Elegit, oc the ke, Cook's firff Inftie. 345. a. Suchis the favour (as he calls it) 
they met with on an Exccution of the ſaid Articles. 

Now (eeing that the Propoſer graciouſly condeſcends, that the Article-Mcen may at 
one time or other receive the benetit cf their Capirulation, whence muſt we have this 
Million of Acres ? Hetells you out of the Eftates of the ProteGees, that is to ſay, tirti, 
the Juſtice of Peace, the Sheriff, Judge, or any other in Civil Employments, (tho' by 
Commithon b<forc thc Revolution 3) truly *tisa new fort of Forfeiture, that Men who 
out of a publick Spirit cf dittributing Juſtice, keeping of Peace in a Society, and pre- 
venting of DettruQtion in a Commonwea!, ſhall Forfeit their Birthrights and lnhci- 
tanccs for the ſame. ; | 

Buthe finds you out of another ſor: of Men that after his way arc yet more guilty, 
and that is the Honefi Gentleman, who ſtaid at home to look after his Tilling, his 
Grounds, and Etiate 3 or otherwiſefollowed his lawful Afﬀairs, without being con- 
cero'd in Army or Civil Employment, the Lawyer that minded his Clients Iatercit, the 
Phytician that took care of his Patient, the Merchant that attende.| his Marker, and 
Buſineſs, andthe Tradeſman that look'd after his Shop, theſe axe the Perfors, he (ays5, 
who muli have committed deep Crimes in thought and imagination ( for no other ap- 
pears) and therefore mult give a!l their Fortunes to make up the Calculators Fund, 
tho' they liv'd uncer the Faith of the Government by receiving publick ProccRions, 
and were not a little uſeful to the Engliſh Army, and arc exprefly within the King's 
Declaration of the'22th., of Feb. 1688. 

If chus People Wvitg under the Laws of England muſt be _ of all, we ought 
no more to boaſt of Liberty, and Property, and what is praftic'd to day in Ire- 
Jand way hereafter ferve as a Prefident for the future. By the Law every Man 
is free, and Maſter of his Property , until he be prov'd guilty par judicuem pari- 
wn ſuorum, or tlics from Jaftice. In the Caſe of Ireland there happens neither, 
therefore *tis againli Law, and Magnes Charts expreſly, to keep them out of their 
Rights :When it is evident by many Inſtances how well difpos'! the Government is todo 
all People Right,but their Majelties good Intentions in doing Juſtice to the Catholicks of 
Treland axe wholl/ obviared by the pratice of maicyolent Perſons, who by thelr Artiiy 
cial Contrivances continue thetn Actainted, and- of conſequence are capable of no Grace,

I As to the Two and Fifty Rebellions mention'd by the Propoſer to have been In Tre- 
land, whethes truc, or falfe, is not at this timediſputed 3 - and what Countrey has been 
akogether free from fuch Misfortunes? But 'cis moſt certain that neither he, nor onc 
of his Adherents, had any ſhate in quelling theſe he mentions: *Twas by thoſe, and 
their Anceſtors. ( whomhe calls Forteiting Iriſh )} they were fuppreſs'd, who. fought for 
every Foot of Land they got there, and gain'dic Incl by Inch until they ſubdued the 
wo Countvey, and preſery*d it fince for the Crown of England ; and if in rerurn of 
fo much Fidelity they muſt now be defiroy'd to make room tor,or to gratifie theſe their 
Perſecutors, *rwill be hereafter but a NNender Encouragement for juſi and faithful Scr- 
vices. - | FINS | Ts 

He wou'd infer as a necefſary Conſequence frem theſe Rebellions a prejudice and ha- 
tred to be ingrafred in thoſe of Jreland againft the Engliſh Nations which in practice 
and experience is moſt notoriouſly falſe; nay, they liv'd after a moft Neighbourly and 
Amicable manner during the lat two Reigns, even with the Propoſer's Friends, who 
had a little before taken moſt part of their Bread from them, by which it plajnly ap

pears, \ that *cis the injur'd Man that forgets and remits the wrong, but rever he that 
gives it : For who cou'd be b:tter us'd than thoſe of the Proteftants, who ftaid in Tre 
Lind during theſe late Troubles 3 did they pay extraordinary Taxes, or any thing more 
than the Catholicks ? Nay, by all People in Employment they were rather favcur'd 
than otherwiſe 2 What might have been dove by the Mobb, or Rapparces, was not in 
the power of Man tohelp; yetall this Humanity and Jutiice would he atrribute tothe 
hopes King Famer's Officers hadof getting Eſtates in England ; but the Gentieman is 
apr (& miſtake, and did not conſider, that evzry Boly well knows the People of Eng- 
land don't Forfcit theis Eftates On ſuch cafic terms 5 however he allows in Fact that 
they were well us'd, and we are oblig'd to him for this one Truth. 

If then all thoſe black Rebellicns, and falſe Reaſonings don't prevail, he offers for a 
conclucing, and ſtabbing firoke, That to make Foxfcitures of theſe Eliates by accrimi- 
nating the Innocent, oppreſſing the Widow, and firiping the Orphan, is a ſure Baſis to 
Buildon, and an infallible Mcan whereby to preſerve the ProteBant Religion, by which 
he ſhews himſelf ſo little a Divine, that he is not commonly Moral, co imagine that a- 
n; Religion ſhould eſtabliſh ir (elf by a praQiice fo contrary to what it teaches. 

Then he defires that Sanguinary, and Penal Laws may be put into their hands, but 
it ſhou'd ſeem by their prafice, that they need neither, who proceed fo violently even 
apainſi the Eſtabliſh'd Laws, and regard ſo little Humanity, and the Laws of God ; for 
that the Militia of Ireland, ſince the ReduGtion of it by the Army, have under pretext of 
Rapparces, kill'd ſeveral Labouring-men, even at the Plough z becauſc they wanted 
opp2rtunities during all the War to draw their Swords. 

Another Expedient he thinks likewiſe Reaſonable, which is, That a Pale may 
be made for Proteſtants; and that the Catholicks be removed from the Sea-tide in 
all Parts, The Engliſh of which is, That where a Catholick ſhall happen to be 
reſtored to his own Inheritance, andthe ſame prove to be good Land, it ſhall then 
be in the Power of any of them to tranſplant him to the top of a Mountain, and 
to ſeize on his Right, as being within their Verge. In ſhort, 'tis to be wondred 

they do not ſue for a Power and Liberty to impale them then too at will and plea- 
ſure ; for that they are in a Circumſtance almolt as bad, expoled daily to the Inſults 
of their Neighbours, who at diſcretion may take from thzm the ſmall Remnant 
they have lefe of any kind, and as being Ouc-law'd, have no Remedy tor the ſame. 

What ſtate of Man can be more Miſerable than this, or favour more of Bon- 
dage ? A thing in England ſo much deteſted. It istherefore hopedthat theſe Inſtances 
will make impreffions on every true Engiiſh-men's heart, and that they will conſi- 
der thoſe of their own Nation, ſo as to prevent their being thug. injured by a fort 
of Men, who have always filh'd in troubled Waters, and know not whar *cis to 
get, bur by Rapin and Oppreſlion. | 

Ic is to be preſumed that theſe Catholicks for being of that Perſuaſion are not 
to loſe their Bicth-rights. Wherefore it may reaſonably be asked, why a Proteſtanc 
living in Ireland under King Fames, or aRtually ſerving bim either in a Milicary or 
Civil Employment, ſhould be free under the Protection of the Laws, and fate in 
his Property ; when at the ſame time his Roman Catholick Neighbour, in equal Cir- 
cumſtances wich himyſhall forfeit all, and be proſcribed? This fingle Inſtance ſhews 
the Proceedings of theſe Men of Ireland to be plainly Partial and Unyuſt. 

All this conſidered, and ſeriouſly refle&ed on, 'it may with Reaſon be hoped , 
and expeted, That Their Majeſties, and all thoſe concerned in the Legiſlature , 
will no longer ſuffer, that Men ſhall thus be diveſted of their Properties, againſt 
the Laws of God and Man : That ſome certain Rules or Meaſures of Juſtice be put 
to them like other Subjes, and that all their Outlawries (a Yoak much more in- 
tolerable than Chains and Fetters ) be reverſed, they having done nothing to For- 
feic the ProteRion of the Government ſince their Submiflion-to it. 

In Conſideration of which, and to be delivered out of the Power of their bitter 
and infaciable_ Pecſecutors, the mgpoked Forfeiting Perſons moſt Hyzmbly, and wil- 
lingly offer to Subſcribe to any Tax that ſhall be thought fir, 07 reaſonable to 
given out of their Eſtates towards the Charge of the War, which in all Ut 
will prove more effeQual to the Government, than the Methods propoſed for Sel- 
ling the ſaid Eſtates, ſo much againſt Reaſon, Law, and good Conſcience ; an 
Undertaking no conſiderate Man ( both for his own,and the ſake of his Poſterity ) 
will have a hand in, 99S 4. |
